All orders should be made up of 10’s or multiples 
of 10. 


TERMS. 30 days net, 2% discount 10 days, from date of 
shipment. Interest at 6% per annum to be paid after 
maturity. These terms are offered to those of established 
credit. Cash, security, or satisfactory references are re- 
quired from unknown parties. All shipments are F. O. B. 
Lincoln, Delaware, unless otherwise agreed. 


SHIPPING. Customers are requested to give definite in- 
structions for shipping. In the absence of special instruc- 
tions we will use our own judgement, but with the distinct 
understanding that it is without responsibility on our part. 
All shipments travel at the risk and cost of the purchaser. 


BOXES AND BALES will be charged at actual cost. 


CLAIMS for any cause must be made promptly on receipt 
of goods. Any stock that is not exactly as represented must 
be reported promptly. and on authority should be returned 
to us immediately. We will cheerfully and without ques- 
tion credit back the unsatisfactory plants, or send others; 
but we will not entertain claims made after goods have 
been once accepted, or when report is not made within ten 
days after arrival of the stock.
